Mr0  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1 970  on  the 
health  and  environmental  conditions  of  the  district 0 

The  district  continues  to  expand  both  in  numbers  of  inhabited 
houses  and  population,  although  this  rate  of  expansion  has  slowed 
down  slightly o  This  slowing  down  is  reflected  in  the  number  of 
births  during  1970  which  were  lower  in  comparison  with  the  previous 
year*  One  encouraging  feature  is  that  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
' under  ones®  has  dropped  but  whether  this  can  be  repeated  in  future 
years  will  remain  to  be  seenc 

The  number  of  deaths  has  also  shown  a  welcome  decrease  but 
not  so  marked  as  all  that  e  Once  again  I  have  much  pleasure  in 
reporting  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  under  review0  The 
major  cause  of  death  is  still  those  diseases  associated  with  Ischaemic 
Heart  Disease  and  other  conditions  affecting  this  part  of  the  body* 
There  is  little  that  can  be  done  to  decrease  this  figure  other  than  a 
change  in  the  way  of  life  -  partly  a  reduction  in  smokings  partly  a 
reduction  in  stress  and  tension?  .and  partly  an  increase  in  exercise 
will  to  some  extent  reduce  the  diseases  in  this  category 0  The  number 
of  deaths  of  cancer  of  the  lung  shows  a  marked  increase  over  the 
previous  year  and  this  may  only  reflect  a  long  term  effect  of  heavy 
smoking „ 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  there  is  little  to  comment 
other  than  that  measles  is  still  the  major  cause  of  illness  and  this 
could  so  easily  be  avoided  if  the  children  who  are  susceptible  were 
immunised c 
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May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  Senior  Officials  and 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  support  during 
the  year*

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Cases  of  Inf  ectious  Diseases  are  treated  without  charge  at  the 
infectious  disease  hospital,  and  similarly  pathological '  examinations 
are  made  without  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington 
Hospital,  Manchester*. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notify 
ications  of  infectious 'diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Offioer0  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the 
Health  Division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a  regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area0 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Urban  District  and  the  County 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes  0  During  the 
year,  295  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised,  1  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  nine0 

In  addition  to  the  above  134  children  received  a  reinforcement 
injection  during  197®0

There  were  3  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  during  19 70  <>  The 
inward  transfers,  being  people  who  took  up  residence  in  the  district  amounted 
to  one  case  only,, 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during*  1970° 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 
of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  noti£ieation0 
Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged  after  consultation 
between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned,, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year5  there  were  25  recorded  cases  of  tuberculosis, 

4  cases  were  added  and  5  cases  taken  off,  leaving  a  total  of  24  cases  at  the 
end  of  the  year„ 

In  no  instance  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify,.  The 
notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satisfactory,, 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  evidence  of,  or  mortality  from 
tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area,.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental  health 
services  of  the  Whitefield  Urban  District 0 

The  number  of  applications  for  and  the  completion  of  standard  grants  continues 
to  rise,  and  from  a  previous  survey  it  would  appear  that  the  few  remaining  houses 
without  bathrooms  are  in  general  occupied  by  elderly  persons  who  do  not  wish  or 
cannot  afford  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvement  works 0 

With  the  number  of  dwellings  already  provided  with  bathrooms,  there  is  little 
if  any  scope  for  the  introduction  of  Improvement  Areas „  However  several  pockets 
of  neglected  dwellings  do  exist  where  an  Improvement  Grant  is  necessary,.  For  the 
first  time  the  Council  agreed  to  pay  such  grants  and  two  applications  were 
received  during  the  year0 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  throughout  the  year,  helped  no 
doubt  by  the  increase  in  wages  resulting  from  the  introduction  of  a  work  study 
based  bonus  scheme „ 

Despite  the  loss  of  one  member  of  the  inspectorial  staff, who  was  not  replaced 
during  the  year,  the  numbers  of  inspections  made  during  the  year  compares  favour¬ 
ably  with  previous  years „ 

One  regrettable  step  taken  by  the  Council  on  my  reluctant  recommendation  was 
the  suspension  of  all  smoke  control  areas  during  the  winter  1970/71?  due  to  the 
lack  of  smokeless  fuels e  An  action  such  as  this  is  particularly  galling  to  an 
Authority  which  has  always  been  at  the  forefront  of  smoke  control,  and  the  delet¬ 
erious  effects  of  such  a  step  were  quickly  manifested  in  an  abrupt  rise  in  the 
smoke  and  S02  content  of  the  town's  air„  It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  Council 
is  never  again  called  upon  to  put  back  the  clock  in  this  one  of  the  most  important 
aspects  of  environmental  health „ 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  during 
the  year.  The  support  of  a  loyal  and  conscientious  staff  enabled  the  department 
to  continue  its  smooth  operation,,

WATER  SUPPLY 


PUBLIC  SUPPLY. 

The  area  is  served  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  undertaking  and  this 
arrangement  has  been  in  force  since  1963*

The  source  of  supply  is  mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds 0  The 
supply  to  Whitefield  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Aqueduct  at  the  Hillock 
pumping  station „ 

The  water  undertakers  took  67 1  samples  of  raw  water  for  bacteriolog¬ 
ical  examination  and  24  chemical  analyses  to  determine  the  treatment 
necessary  before  going  into  the  public  supply,. 

One  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-three  bacteriological  and 
partial  chemical  samples  and  31  chemical  analyses  were  taken  by  the  water 
undertakers  from  water  going  into  the  public  supply,.  Results  showed  that 
the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of  a  satisfactory  quality ,  Bc  Coll  being 
absent  in  JQcQO °/o  of  the  potable  v^ater  samples  tested,.  All  water  is  treated 
before  passing  into  supply e
